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RARE AND BEAUTIFUL EXHIBITS 
ABOUND AT FLOWER FESTIVAL 


Sierra Madre's annual flower festi¬ 
val which has for several yeurs held 
the blue ribbon among events of its 
kind In Southern California is again 
awarded that distinction in the opin¬ 
ion of the best Judges, namely, the 
sight seeing public. The exhibit which 
opened yesterday surpasses ail pre¬ 
vious festivals in the beauty and rarity 
of entries and in artistic arrangement. 
First-day attendance was about three 
times that of last year when threat¬ 
ening weather interfered. 

The usual thing to do in writing of 
the festival would be to say that words 
fall to describe adequately the beauty 
of tile individual exhibits and of the 
artistic whole, and then to devote 
about three columns to a description 
which would prove the original prop¬ 
osition. Consequently no attempt will 
be made to paint the picture In words, 
but some things especially worth while 
will be mentioned, with particular 
stress on the injunction to go and see 
It all for yourself. 

Visitors Enthused 

Out of town visitors were more nu¬ 
merous than ever yesterday. The fes¬ 
tival Is now growing on the prestige 
of past festivals. Visitors were pres¬ 
ent from all over the country, those 
coming for the first. time expressing 
the greatest astonishment at the mag¬ 
nitude of the event, and those who 
had been here before evincing pleasure 
at Its evident growth in extent and 
merit. 

Extensivs Exhibit 

Increased floor space provided for 
this year's festival was amply Justified 
by the greater comfort of the visitors 
and by the more attractive arrange¬ 
ment permitted. The total floor space 
of about 11,000 square feet was not too 
large, und if tile crowds of succeeding 
days may be estimated from that of 
the first day the club house and ex¬ 
hibition tent will be taxed to the ut- 
,.,ost to accommodate them. 

Perhaps the most notable exhibit is 
that from tiie grounds of F. J. Hart 
of Sierra Madre Villa. Nearly -00 
specimens of rare plants are shown, 
arranged und plainly labelled by Edit¬ 
or P. D. Barnhart of the Pacific Gar¬ 
den who takes particular delight in 
making flowers understandable by the 
general public. The specimens shown 
come from every quarter of the globe 
and the collection was declared by ex¬ 
perts to lie one of the most remarkable 
ever gathered together. The Natal 
plum from Africa was shown bearing 
fruit, the first time so far as known 
It lias matured fruit In this country. 
Another rare plant from the South 
Seus was shown blossoming for the 
first time in this country. 

Exceedingly creditable exhibits are 
shown from various nurseries, the 
largest and most attractive being that 
of Irving N. Ward of Sierra Madre. An 
Interesting collection of native Cali¬ 
fornia plants is shown by Theooore 
Payne of I-os Angeles and an exhibit 
of bulb flowers came from the Laurie 
nurseries of Pusudena. 

Japanese Garden 

Perhaps the most popular features 
of the display is the miniature Japan¬ 
ese garden prepared by the Japanese 
boys of Sierra Madre. In a space about 
ten by fifteen feet they have built hills 
and a lake, with diminutive bridges, 
walks, houses, lanterns, and typical 
decorations. The garden is planted 
with dwarf trees and shrubs and i» 
complete in every detail. 

Cactus collections, fruit exlitbltB, the 
wild flower display add to the variety 
of the festival showing. 

in the wild flower section Kenneth 
Saunders was awarded first prise for 
bringing in 72 varieties on Thursday. 
Gladys Walker won the first prize for 
girls with 43 varieties. The wild flower 
nook prepared under direction of Mrs. 
C. W. Jones Is as always one of the 
most interesting features, being some¬ 
thing distinctively appropriate for 
Sierra Madre's foothill setting. 

Pergola and Baakata 

For exquisite beauty first honors 
seemed to be popularly assigned to 
the flornl baskets suspended in the 
clubhouse auditorium, with the private 
tables under the eentrni pergola a close 
rival. The blue ribbon basket is n 
magnificent creation of American beau¬ 
ties entered from the Barlow gardens 
by W. W. Felgate. Second honors 
were awarded to a marvellously grace¬ 
ful basket of white and purple wis¬ 
taria entered by Mrs. Lawless. Th« 
baskets ure more numerous and ar¬ 
tistic than ever before. Judging the 
private tallies whs a difficult task, on 
account of the artistic excellence pre¬ 
vailing. First honors went to a strik¬ 
ingly original conception worked out in 
the yellow broom flower with plum 
foliage. 

Booths Are Attractive 

Punch and candy booths ano the 
various commercial booths received 
their share of attention. Among the 
other attractions, the cafeteria was 
deservedly popular by reason of the 
excellent meals and convenient new 
arrangement. 

Festival a Big Task 

What the festival represents In work 
can hardly l>e appreciated except by

j TROUT SEASON OPENS 

April 1 Sees Fishermen Busy in 
the Mountains and in 
Sierra Madre 

Trout season opened in Southern 
California on Wednesday. The day had 
been preceded by the customary exo¬ 
dus of would-be Waltons to the West 
Fork and other places where the good 
game fish are supposed to abound. 
Weather conditions are favorable and 
some of the anglers are expected to re¬ 
turn home with good strings as soon 
as they have had time to catch and 
eat their fill in camp. 

Whatever may have been the luck 
of the fishermen in the mountain 
streams there was excellent angling in 
Sierra Madre and elsewhere on April 
Fool's day, the catch being mostly 
suckers, though a few sharks appear¬ 
ed. Night Watchman George Cox made 
the earliest catch, on a line which he 
set and left alone to get in its deadly 
work. 

Before going off duty on Wednesday 
morning Cox rigged up a dummy which 
he put to bed in the steel cage of the 
city jail. He then left a note on Mar¬ 
shal Udell’s desk telling him to take 
the “prisoner" out to breakfast. When 
Udell found the note he stepped to the 
door of the cage and spoke to the 
sleeping form.

CITY RECEIVES - 
CASH FOR ITS 
WATER BONDS 

Another week may see the comple¬ 
tion of the transfer of the property 
of the Sierra Madre Water Company 
to the city of Sierra Madre. The 
city’s 3111,000 bond issue has been dis¬ 
posed of and the money is in the city 

, 

treasury. All preliminaries have been 
completed with the exception of the 
bringing of the certiticate of title down 
1 to date which is expected to be dona 
J within a few days. 

It Is expected that the transfer will 
have been completed in time for the 
, city to make the collections of April 
, water bills and to assume the liabil¬ 
ities of the business. This will be done 
unless the tinal consummation is 
delayed later than the 15th of the 
( month. 

, Disposal of the bond issue was made 
possible through the action of the First 
, National Bank which took the $36,000 
remaining after the state board of 
control had taken the $75,000 agreed 
upon. Part of the $36,000 held by the 
, bank will be taken up by stockholders 
, of the water company who have agreed 
to receive bonds in exchange for their 
stock holdings, the bank retaining the 
balance. 

Final Terms 

At a joint meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees and the directors of the water 
company on Wednesday evening the 
final terms of the sale were agreed 
upon. This included determination of 
, the amount to be paid by the city for 
extensions and water development 
since the sale price of $96,000 was 
agreed upon. Including interest for 
money which had to be borrowed by 
the company this amounts to more 
, than $12,000, making about $109,000 
, which will be paid over to the company 
for the property. 

Of this amount about $24,000 must 
be set aside for the retirement of out¬ 
standing bonds of the company, in ad¬ 
dition to temporary loans which must 
. be repaid. Just what amount will be 
returnable to stockholders is impos- 
r sible to determine as yet but it seems 
likely that it will amount to between 
; $7 and $8 per share of stock. 

When this disbursement may be ex¬ 
pected is also somewhat indefinite, ow¬ 
ing to the fact that the company is 
not allowed under the law to pay a 
, dividend to stockholders until it has 
disincorporated. Having hied notice 
/ of disincorporation with the secretary 
of slate, the directors of the company 
act as trustees for the final distribu¬ 
tion of the property to the stock¬ 
holders. 

Cause for Jubilee 

Sale of the bond issue removes ths 
most discouraging obstacle to the ac¬ 
quisition of the water system by the 
city and the near approach of that 
, event brings joy to the hearts of those 
who have worked so long to bring it 
about. Five years have elapsed sine# 
the movement was started, and the 
delays have been long and numerous, 
and at times most discouraging. Credit 
for bringing the matter through suc¬ 
cessfully belongs largely to Mayor 
Jones, President Andrews of the water 
company, Mr. Blutner and Judge Hew- 
it’ All have given freely of time 
i and thought to the matter and contrib¬ 
uted largely to the solving of ths 
problems involved.

CITY AWARDED JUDGMENT 

At last week’s meeting of the city 
trustees it was reported that the city 
had been awarded judgment in the 
case brought by former City Attorney 
H. F. Bridges to collect about $1,000 
alleged to be due for extra services 
rendered the city. Judge Shenk ren¬ 
dered the decision granting a non-suit, 
saying that nothing submitted by Mr. 
Bridges to the court indicated that he 
had grounds for bringing suit In the 
first place. The decision was notable 
not so much for its importance as for 
the absence of publicity such as was 
given the filing of the suit. At that 
time it was heralded widely in the 
daily papers that the city of Sierra 
Madre did not pay its bills and city 
employes had to sue to collect what 
was due them for services rendered. 
It is a notable commentary on news 
standards of the day that the filing 
of such a suit should be considered 
of such importance, while the clearing 
of the city's name from the stigma of 
such allegations is not considered 
worth printing. 

Instructions were given the city at¬ 
torney by the trustees to draw up an 
ordinance covering the sanitarium situ¬ 
ation in Sierra Madre more rigidly 
than that now in force. Urgent re¬ 
quests for more stringent restrictions 
have been filed, some inspired by con¬ 
ditions which do not suit residents of 
certain neighborhoods and some by 
reports of new sanitariums to be es¬ 
tablished.

ELIMINATING FREIGHT L083ES 

The Santa Fe Railway company has 
started a nation-wide movement to re¬ 
duce the heavy Item of expense grow¬ 
ing out of the loss of and damage to 
shipments of freight. This expenditure, 
It Is said, amounts to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually. The plan 
of action calls for Increased efficiency 
In handling freight. The Santa Fe not 
only has enlisted the co-operation of 
other railroads, but also of shippers, 
and the outlook is regarded as encour¬ 
aging. More than 100 Santa Fe offi¬ 
cials from all parts of the system are 
having a meeting In San Diego, Cal., 
this week to work out a program by 
which they believe the loss and dam¬ 
age item practically will be eliminated. 
Officials of the railway say the move¬ 
ment is not to get out of paying le¬ 
gitimate claims for loss and damage, 
but to prevent the causes for such 
claims.

Much talk has been heard regard¬ 
ing the water commission law passed 
by the last legislature and halted by 
referendum petition which puts It be¬ 
fore the voters at the November elec¬ 
tion. But comparatively few people 
seem to have any idea of the intent of 
the law. Opponents of the law usually 
refer to it as merely a new brand of 
pie to be handed out over the political 
counter, a useless and expensive com¬ 
mission to provide jobs for faithful 
party workers. As a matter of fact It 
would handle disputes over water 
rights much as public utilities are han¬ 
dled by the railroad commission, which 
has saved millions to the people of Cal¬ 
ifornia. The law is intended to provide 
conservation without "bottling up the 
resources of the state out of reach of 
the people. Former Governor George 
C. Pardee throws some light on the 
need for the law in a recent address 
which is here quoted in part: 

California's streams are capable of 
producing 6,000,000 horsepower of elec¬ 
trical energy. That energy will soon be 
doing everybody’s work. It should, 
therefore, be conserved. To be con¬ 
served, in the fullest sense, it must be 
used under such conditions as will best 
serve the public’s needs. That means, 
of course, among other things, that 
there shall be no private monopoly of 
It. We have already given away into 
private ownership the right to use wa¬ 
ter that will produce nearly one-tenth 
of the total, or about 4511,000 horse¬ 
power of electricity. That which we 
have given away is worth $45,000,000— 
will soon be worth $90,000,000. That 
which we have not yet given away is. 
or very soon will be, worth $500,009,- 
000—ultimately, will be worth or.e, two 
three, four, or even more billions ot 
dollars. 

Irrigating Needs 

Upon the irrigation of fifteen or 
twenty millions of acres of our lands 
depends the full prosperity of the peo¬ 
ple of California. At present there are 
less than three millions of acres irri¬ 
gated in California. Enough water now- 
runs to waste to irrigate all our irri¬ 
gable land. The greater part of this 
water runs away winter and spring, 
when it is not needed for irrigation. 
To conserve this now-wasted water 
It will be necessary to store it. Shall 
the reservoir sites—now owned by the 
public—be given away into private 
ownership and the public be compelled 
to pay returns upon the constantly in¬ 
creasing value of them? 

Another portion of our water re¬ 
sources is wasted because of one of our 
absurd water laws. This law, court- 
made, is known as the "riparian doc¬ 
trine,” under which the owners of land 
abutting on streams may prohibit non¬ 
riparian owners front using the water 
of those streams, even though the ri¬ 
parian owners do not themselves use 
the water. The result of this absurd, 
unjust, court-made, progress hamper¬ 
ing law is that great areas of Califor¬ 
nia lands remain unirrigated and, 
therefore, comparatively unproductive, 
while unused water runs by them into 
the ocea. 

Settling Disputes 

Under another absurd California 
law, any person, with good or had mo¬ 
tives, for speculative or other purposes, 
may file upon a part of or even all the 
water of a stream, even though all the 
water is being put to use. The result 
of this absurd law is that every Cali¬ 
fornia water user must be prepared to 
defend, in the courts or otherwise, his 
water rights as often as anybody de¬ 
sires to compel him to do so. 

Other states have substituted for the 
unsatisfactory California method of 
“settling” water rights the method by 
Water Commissions. Oregon’s commis¬ 
sion has. in the last five years, settled 
over 1,000 water rights, at a cost of 
$10 per claimant, without a single ap¬ 
peal to the court. 

At the last session of the California 
legislature a Water Commission law 
based upon the Oregon law was passed. 
By referendum petition this law will be 
put before the voters of California next 
fall. As a result one question before the 
people of California, on which they will 
vote next November, is virtually this: 
Shall we conserve our enormously val¬ 
uable water resources by creating such 
a water commission or shall we 
permit them to be monopolized and 
lawed over, by continuing under our 
present unsatisfactory, obsolete water 
laws?
